EXEMPTIONS AND DEDUCTIONS 
Form T1-1935 is self-explanatory. The 
exemptions and deductions are the same 
for the Ontario Income Tax as for the 
Dominion Income Tax. 


Your taxable income is also the same, with 
two exceptions : (1) you deduct the amount of 
your Dominion Income Tax. (2) You add 
all income received from Dominion of 
Canada Bonds. 


PURPOSE OF ONTARIO 
INCOME TAX 
The main purpose of the Ontario Income 
Tax is to enable your Government to adopt 
a “Pay-as-you-go" policy. By helping the 

Province, you help yourself. 





On or before April 30th, you must file 
two copies of this form T1-1935, (or form 
TIA-1935, if you are a farmer or rancher) 
at the nearest office of "The Inspector of 
Dominion Income Tax". The third copy 
should be retained for your own reference 
In making this combined return of Ontario 
and Dominion Income Taxes, attach a 
certified cheque or money order, payable to 
the Receiver General of Canada, for at 
least one quartèr of the total tax payable. 


IMPORTANT. 
Because the Ontario and Dominion Income 
Taxes are combined, there is only one
